But each line has its own unique "present conditions." 


Such a question involves several forms of advice.

We are asked to advise if, under present conditions^ 


advertising should be curtailed. 


But each line has its own unique "present conditions." 


Such a question involves several forms of advice. 


These are "boom times in some lines. Many factories 


are overwhelmed with orders. Some face a demand far be- 
yond their capacity. 


Some cater largely to farmers, and farmers in general 
this year to be getting rather more than their share of 


prosperity. 
The farmer with full pockets finds nothing too

selling more than one can deliver. 


There are other lines imported, or requiring imported 


materials, on which there is stoppage of supplies. 


There are lines which for these, or other transient 


reasons, sell now at abnormal prices. There are lines sold 
at fixed prices, on which advancing costs have deciminated 
profits for a time. On all such lines one might advise cur- 
tailment in all forms of salesmanship. 


But "present conditions" in general mean a degree of 


depression, a shade of uncertainty. 
And the query is, if in 


such situations advertising should be curtailed or stopped. 


By all means, no. 
Should a runner stop for a rising

"The advance of the German right 


wing has been checked and the Ger- 
mans have been obliged to retire on 
St. CJuentin, 80 miles northeast of 
Paris, according to dispatches receiv- 
ed last night from Antwerp and Os- 
tend. 


"The correspondent at Antwerp of 


the Reuter Telegram company says 
the Germans ha\e been held in check 
for the I ist two days by the left wing 
of the allies, and adds: 


"A big force of German cavalry 


that was advancing on Compiegne, 45 
miles northeast of Paris, was vigor- 
ou^lv repulsed and forced to abandon 
several pieces of artillery. It appears 
that the attempt to envelop the allies' 
left wing was frustrated."
